He said that the pastors 
at the different Christian churches 
in the city may be a cause for 
the few church members, but he 
said carelessness of members in 
their devotion to the church was 
at a much lower degree now than 
at anytime in the last 25 years.

means when he says if a 


man wants to gamble and drink, 
that is his business, and if he 
wants to do it let him alone." 


NEED COOPERATION 


"The cooperation of the 
good 


people of our city to make them 
feel the want of doing their duty 
and enforcing the laws is the 
prime need of the city." Dr. 
Troutman said. 


He stated, "A shakeup in the 


fpolice department of Circleville is 
toot needed quite so much as for 
Rhe officials of the city to realize 
'the power of the oath of office 
which they took and to act ac- 
cordingly." 


In closing, Dr. Troutman said, 


"We should follow the words of 
Proverbs 14,34, "Righteousness ex- 
alteth a nation, but sin is a re- 
proach to any nation." 


When interviewed Monday, Dr. ' 


Troutman said "I am very sorry 
that I was forced to use this sub- 
ject as a sermon but conditions 
are such that I feel it may do 
very much for the good of the 
city and the community."

Many business houses 
and merchants who have sold the 
city good are in bad straits, ac- 
cording to Clark.

ODERN industrial organiza- 
tion lias

can people, In the opinion of James 
J. Davis, Secretary of Labor, who 
cites statistics to show the In- 
fluence of a general distribution of 
a cheap food 
supply upon tbe 


health of a nation. 


"Industrialism has been accused 


of various short-comings," he says, 
"but 
I believe it deserves un- 


bounded credit for the efficient or- 
ganization of transportation and 
refrigeration to tbe point where 
practically everyone is able to buy, 
throughout the year, cheap, whole- 
some foods brought from all parts 
of the world. To take a single in- 
stance of what this means in the 
way of a healthier nation, medical 
men are agreed that a wide variety 
of nourishing foods is one of the 
greatest single factors in the steady 
progress that is being made against 
tuberculosis. 


"Fifty or sixty years ago,' only 


the wealthy were able to afford 
fresh meats, vegetables and fruits 
all the year 'round. Such a famil- 
iar and cheap food as sugar—one 
of the most highly concentrated 
sources of human energy—was a 
luxury costing, when the change in 
the value of the dollai is taken into 
consideration, five or six times 
what it costs today. At the pres- 
ent time, sugar at a few cents a 
pound, furnishes about nineteen 
per cent of all the energy obtained 
by the American people from the 
foods they consume."

tammering is brought on by some injury or disease. 


Usually it begins early in life, even with the first attempts to 
talk. 
3t is influenced very much by surroundings, or by any emotion. 


Fear or fatigue will- be found to make it more 
pronounced. 
Young men and women are ex- 


tremely sensitive to this difficulty of speech, 
when once it has become a fixed habit. 


, There is a difference between stammering 


and stuttering. In the latter there is a sort of 
spasm, particularly when an attempt is made to 
pronounce the explosive sounds necessary for 
naming the letters b, d, g, k, p and t. 


The treatment for this difficulty, of stammer- 


ing is a matter of education. 
In the case of 


young children who have no serious physical 
defect, or a disease like St. Vitus' dance or 
paralysis of the muscles of speech, it is possible 
to overcome stammering through patient and 
persistent effort. 


If it is found that a young child has difficulty 


to pronounce certain words, he should be thor- 
oughly examined to see if he has any discover- 


able physical defect. Enlarged tonsils and adenoids may bring on this 
trouble. Intense nervousness and a deformity in the nose or throat 


into maturity, such a speech defect 
is extremely morttfying, and the 
habit, for it is a habit, should be 
broken when the child is y oung. 
Answers to Health Queries 


are often accompanied by speech defects. 


The cause should be ascertained and corrected. 


should be encouraged to overcome- 
the speech defect. He should never 
be made fun of or criticised. Gain 
his confidence and do everything in 


sympathetic manner to assist him 


to grain his self-control.

him to gain self-assurance.

OMETIMES stammering is bro ught o n by so me injury o r disease. 
Usually it begins early in life, even with the first attempts to 
talk. 
3t is influenced very much by surro undings, o r by any emo tio n. 
Fear o r fatigue will be fo und to make it mo re 
pro no unced. 
Yo ung men and wo men are ex­ 
tremely sensitive to this difficulty o f speech, 
when o nce it has beco me a fixed habit. 
There is a difference between stammering 
and stuttering. 
In the latter there is a so rt o f 
spasm, particularly when an attempt is made to 
pro no unce the explo sive so unds necessary fo r 
naming the letters b, d, g, k, p and t. 
The treatment fo r this difficulty o f stammer­ 
ing is a matter o f educatio n. 
In the case o f 
yo ung children who have no serio us physical 
defect, o r a disease like St. Vitus’ dance o r 
paralysis o f the muscles o f speech, it is po ssible 
to o verco me stammering thro ugh patient and 
persistent effo rt. 
If it is fo und that a yo ung child has difficulty 
to pro no unce certain wo rds, he sho uld be tho r­ 
o ughly examined to see if he has any disco ver­ 
able physical defect. 
Enlarged to nsils and adeno ids may bring o n this 
tro uble, 
intense nervo usness and a defo rmity in the no se o r thro at 
are o ften acco mpanied by speech defects. 
The c a u se sh o u ld be ascertained and co rrected. 
Then the child 
sho u ld be enco u raged to o verco me- 
th e speech defect. 
lie sho u ld never 
be m ade fu n o f o r criticised. 
Gain 
his co nfidence and do eve ryth in g in 
a sym p a th etic m a n n e r to assist him 
to gain his self-co ntro l. 
M em o rizing sh o rt po ems o r pro se 
is a very go o d practice. 
R ea din g 
alo u d, very slo wly a t first, an d be­ 
ing made to co rrect each e rro r o f 
speech an d pro nu nciatio n, will help 
him 
to 
gain 
self-assu rance. 
T h is 
co m es very g radu ally, bu t it is the 
o nly w ay to give the child po ise.
